— The Hcv 
EMwerd Everett Hale, chaplain ot the 
aenate, died at hia home at Roxbury 
today. Tbe caaao was heart troublu. 

Dr. Hale was ailing two weeks. He 
declined gradually though the end 
came suddenly. His slater, Miss Su- 
san Hale, and physician. Dr. Temple, 
and a nunrber of personal friends 
were at his bedside when tho end 
came peacefully. 

He was born .\prll 2, 1821. He w 
one of the group of lileratnrers, 
preachers and teachers who aade 
BostoB faaoua Ho waa gradtiated 
froa» Harvard 70 yaara ago.
